The  Auditor  of  Accounts  respectfully  asks  permis- 
sion to  lay  before  the  City  Council  a  series  of  Docu- 
ments, shewing  the  financial  transactions  of  the  City 
Government,  during  the  year  which  closed  on  the 
thirtieth  day  of  April  last. 

The  Statements  accompanying  this  Report  are 
marked  A.  B.  C.  D,  and  E  :  —and  they  will  serve 
to  shew  the  Appropriations  granted  by  the  City 
Council,  for  the  service  of  that  year,  arranged  under 
their  respective  heads  :  —  the  Income  of  the  City, 
during  that  year,  from  its  various  sources  of  Reve- 
nue :  —  the  Expenditures,  classed  under  the  dif- 
ferent Departments  for  which  they  were  incurred  : — 
the  changes  that  took  place  in  the  City  Debt,  and 
the  character  of  that  Debt,  as  it  stood  on  the  first 
day  of  May  last. 

Upon  examination  of  these  Documents,  it  will  be 
perceived  that  the  whole  amount  of  claims  actually 


audited  and  allowed  during  that  financial  year,  under 
the  Appropriations  originally  granted  by  the  City 
Council  for  that  jear,  was  497,919  01 

From  which,  should  be  deducted,  a 
balance  of  drafts  on  the  City  Treasu-
